trum séen in Washington for many a long year. 

It may seem a little odd that the sudden infuriated removal by 
one responsible official of the entire staff of another responsible 
official should have its origin in a senate investigation of still a 


third responsible official. 


But that seems to be the fact. 


At the moment, the senate committee on public lands is looking 
into the qualifications of Mr. Ickes’ man Friday, Ebert K. Burlew, 


to be assistant secretary of the interior.

PENTAMETHYLENTETRAZOL 

Records at the Georgia Baptist hospital in 
Atlanta reveal remarkable successes from the 
use of a recently discovered drug in cases of 
mental disease. While there has not yet been 
sufficient elapsed time since the apparent cures 
to determine if the good effects are permanent, 
more than 150 patients have been treated in 
this city since September, with -no fatalities. 
and cures in many instances. 

The drug is known in this country as pen- 
tamethyléntetrazol, or in Europe more simply 
as cardiazol. 

According to a prominent psychiatrist, the 
drug achieves its cures by dilating the blood 
vessels of the brain, permitting more oxygen 
to get to the brain and thus clearing up dis- 
turbances there which cause mental disease. 

If these early experiences in the use of this 
drug prove to be permanent cures, the world 
has. discovered something which will have far- 
reaching effect upon the entire socia] system.. 

Such an ability to cure mental diseases 
would result in a decrease in crime. a rapid 
Shrinkage in the population of hospitals for 
the insane and a general easing of the heavy 
burden now imposed upon society by the men- 
tally sick. ' : :

Tokyo Will Court-Martial 20 
Men and Commander in 
Allison Incident. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—()— 
The United States accepted today 
Japan’s expressions of regret for 
the slapping Jast Wednesday at 
Nanking of John M. Allison, third 


secretary in charge of the embassy 
there, by a Japanese sentry. 

The State Department, making 
this announcement, made public 
a report from Allison which said 
the Japanese planned to court- 
martial the commanding officer 
and 20 men of the unit involved 
in the incident. 

Japan’s apology was oral, in re- 
sponse to oral representations 
made Saturday at Tokyo by Am- 
bassador Grew. 

The envoy was instructed to 
stress the incident represented 
only one of a series of occurrences 
involving American-Japanese fric- 
tion, which could not be dis- 
sociated from cases of disregard 
of American rights by Japanese 
soldiers at Nanking. The State 
Department is still awaiting a re- 
ply to the note of protest over 
these incidents given Japan on 
January 17. 


Regret Expressed. 


Ambassador Grew reported to 
the State Department the Japa- 
nese vice minister of foreign af- 
fairs expressed to him in the name 
of the Japanese government pro- 
found regret at the assault on Al- 
lison and gave assurances that aft- 
er strict investigation the Tokyo 
government would take suitable 
and adequate measures to pun- 
ish those concerned in this affair. 


The embassy translated as fol- 
lows the text of the vice minis- 
ter’s oral communication: 

“1, Whatever the antecedent cir- 
cumstances might have been, the 
striking by a Japanese soldier of 
an American consular officer is 
a most regrettable occurrence. A 
Japanese staff officer has already 
expressed in the name of the 
commanding officer regrets and 
apologies over the incident, and 
although Mr. Allison has appar- 
ently accepted such regrets and 
apologies, the imperial govern- 
ment for its part hereby expresses 
its profound regrets over the oc- 
currence of this unfortunate inci- 
dent. 

Punishment Assured. 

“2. In view of the serious char- 
acter of this incident the imperial 
government gives assurance that 
after strict investigation, it will 
take suitable and adequate meas- 
ures to punish those concerned in 
this affair. 

“3. Whenever incidents of this 
character take place, discrepancies 
are likely to occur between the re- 


sons involved, and in this instance 
there are substantial differences 
between Consul Allison’s report, as 
described in the complaint of the 
American government, and in the 
report received by the Japanese 
government, in respect of the cir- 
cumstances leading up to the slap- 
ping of the American consul by 
the Japanese soldier. The de-

A baked ham is a festival dish. 


There are many ways to garnish | 


it; it is one of the most adaptable 
dishes for a gala dinner or a buf- 
fet Juncheon or supper. 

If a whole ham is too large for 
you to bake conveniently, and 
contains more meat than you can 
use, you still can have all the 
goodness and attractive appear- 
ance of a baked ham by selecting 
a half ham. This can be baked 
and decorated exactly as a whole 


ham would be, and it makes a 
very attractive dish. 
For Choice Center Slices. 


Center slices of ham are excel-. 


lent fow- serving in. a_ variety of 
ways. They may be broiled or 
braised. For broiling, clip the fat 
several times around the edge to 
prevent curling upon heating. Pre- 
heat the broiling oven. Place the 
ham slice on the rack so that the 
surface of the meat is 3 inches 
from the source of the heat; by 
the time one side is_ nicely 
browned, the ham slice will be 
half done. Turn and brown on 
second side.

A MIRACLE IS CHILD’S PLAY 
FOR SOME DOCTORS. 

A metropolitan paper pulled a 
smart one on a number of doctors 
who were pathetically eager to get 
their names in the paper, at the 
time a lost baby was found. It 
seems there was some doubt 
whether the baby had been kid- 
naped or whether he had just 
wandered away. Anyway he was 
found in the underbrush five days 
after he had disappeared. 

First the doctor in charge of the 
little hospital where the child was 
-taken for treatment announced in 
that ponderous way that the infant 
could have lived for five days on 
grass, taking in sufficient water 
through the pores to prevent de- 
hydration. 

This doctor thus unpretentiously 
brushed aside all the teachings of 
physiologists and told the world 
that in a pinch the human skin 
can take in water through the 
‘pores. 

Of course the physiologists real- 
‘ize that they are mere laboratory 
| workers and have not had the ad- 
'vantage of actual practice, actual 
contact with newspaper reporters 
and the boon of wide acquaintance 
with an admiring public. Maybe if 
they’d come out of the laboratory 
and attend a few snappy sessions 
of the Rotary Club they’d learn 
|what’s going on in the world. It 
'seems regrettable that the physioi- 
logists should be so positive that 
‘nothing is absorbed through the 
‘pores or through the skin, neither 
water nor food nor medicine nor 
poison, when this eminent hospital 
director so easily divines from his 
inner consciousness that the life 
of the infant in this instance was 
saved by the imbibing of water 
through the pores.
